the percentage of deaths among -zobras is suid 
te have been very small indeed, A. mule, there- 
fore, oiit of twosuch Lardy parents as. the donke y 
and the zebra is undeniably the traasport anime 1 
required for tho army.

At tho Royel United Sercico Institution, 

Whitéhall, lust month Captain R. A. Steel, 


“Peking. under tho Allies.” Com. W. F. 
Caborne, O.B., presided. Captoin Steel, in the 
course of his lecture, gave a short description of 
the actual entrance of the allied. troops into tho 
Legations on 4 ugust 14, 19110, » White ontering 
this. gate, he said, they encountered fire from 
the Chinese, but the fact that only two cf thoir 
mou wera bit did\ not epoak much for tho 


opinion that their entrance into the Legations 
- would have ‘been impossible bad it not 
been. for the frioudly Chivess., After the 
entry the city was in a alate of anarchy for 
some time, and it was nearly a week before the 
Chinese troops aud Boxers were cleared out and 
some degree of ordor . was’. restorod. He 
considered that it was a great tribute. to our 
administration ‘in Peking that the British 
quarter was so populor, The British quarter 
wacfollof busy tradesmen and wus very popalous, 
sehilo_some_of “the neighbouring _ quarter 


were neatly deserted. . This state of things he 
attributed to cur experience in dealing with Oxi- 
entaly. A great mistake wiade by the Germans 
was to Lille their ‘troops ugon the Chineso 
inhobitaa(s, but the British recognised that for | 
the.healih uf the troops tho best und most open 
parts of the sity should beaclected for permanent 
quarters, Tt was found necessary to winter in 
Peking, and the troops were supplied with warm 
clothing, most of which, ho believed, cane from 
Canada.

Mr. Ansten Chammborlain stated that he is in 
neg.tintion with the Russisn Government for 
the conveyence of British mails to Chinaand the 
Yor East by the Trans-Siberian Railway, but 
has not yot boen able to settle terms. Ho added 
that he bad rcoson to balicvo that Garman anita 
for China wore likewise no* yet forwarded by the 
Troos-Siborian route. 2 : 

During tho debate on the Pest Offico vote Mr. 
Culdwell refer: ed to the India ond China mail 
contracts and tho slow speed of the British 
yess, The P. and 0. ho stated, had the 
‘slowert-muil steamers going either to Indio, 
China, or Australia. Tho rate was 124 knots, 
a slow apeed which was allogother ineanristent. 
with modern requirements, It was much lesa 
then the German boats; and the reayon’ was to 
bo found in the fact that the P.and O. Company’ 
obtained such « largo subsidy from the Post. 
Office thut they wero able practically to drive 
erery competitor out of the eld. Nourly 49 
days were taken to-rcach Peking, as aguinst 19 
days by the Siberian Ruilvay, This importunt 
mail .sersice ought to ho-as epeedy os any 
service starting from Germany, Aussia, or wny 
other partof the Continent of Europe, Germany 
was our main competitor with regard to trade in 
Chiun, and if she could cond ber letters in 19 days 


"and wo required 40 days it was cbvions that this 


country was placed ata disadvantage, If there 
Lad been quicker wuil vessels to Bombay thero 
would not have been the-same inducement as 
exiated now to mart o railway to tho Bost by 
the Bngdsd route. When the contract was 
mads it was stuted that competition would 
oblige ike company to keep up with increases 
of speed on other lines, This prediction, liow- 


ever, had not been realised, and“ho hoped the’ 


Postmaster-General would press the company 
for an improvement in this matter. Ho was 
aure that if a contract was offured to other people 
they would build ‘vessels ‘to steam 20 knots. 
‘Then, as far on China was concerned, there was 
the Siberian Railway. Even at the present speed 
of 19 miles an hour tho distance was covered in 
Idoys ; but the speed ‘could easily ‘be incrensaii 
soas to complete the journey in ten days. 
Letters to Chins and Japan must eventnally go 
by that route, so that there was no need to 
thiuk about renewing the contract by sea. 

Mr, Austen Chamberlain. agreed that this 
wes one of the most, important moil services. 
Notice bad been given to terminate the oxixting 
contiact, under the provisions of tho vontract, 
in order that tho Government might consider 
what arrangements might ‘bo made for the 
foture. It wasa service in which Australasia 
and tbe Government of India aid our colonial 
Gspendencies in the Far Evst were interested as 
well a8 ourselves, and they would have to be’ 
consulted, They, as well as tho Post Office at 
home, shared the desire of-tho bon, gentleman 


“that in the new contract we should’ obtain 


greater speed at a-lower price. A great number 
‘of questions, some of them of great importance, 
arose under this coutruct; aud he proposed to 
refer them for consideration, in accordance with 
precedent, to an inter-departmenta] committee, 
in which the other offices, concerned, the India 
Office, Colonial Office, Aduwirelty, and others, 
would be represented, ‘Wherever at was possible 
ho preferred to sond British mails by British 
youtes; but if the Siberian railway offered a 
yegular service which was much more expedi- 
tious than wo could obtain by sen he had no} 
doubt-we should be obliged to make uso of it. 
Communications were now passing with the 
siew of seeibg on what terms the Siberian train 
service would be-at our command for the 
purpose of sending mails to Peking ond the 
Far East. The Government hed not yet bean 
able to come to ony agrosment with the 


‘authorities, and be was therefore not able to 


make any more definite’ statomont on the 
subject, It was suggested. that the Post 
Office followed some foolish notions of its 
own in regard to tho services to the Admiralty 
to be covered by the mail sabsidy. It was 
entirely for tho Admiralty to ssy what ships 
were required as armed craisers, or mercantile 
oruisera, The only dosire of the Post Office in 
thia matlor was to make the xervico as-asofal as 
it could be made to the nation in all reapects 
and the Committee would rightly blame them if, 
in making a mail contract involving payment of 
4 considerable enbsidy they did not consult the 
Adwirally as to apy conditions they would like 
to have ingerted. . Nothing was paid for ships for 
naval purposes which tho Admiralty didnot think 
worth having. . Messrs: Holt’s offer, which had 
been referred to, was to build for 4 portion of the 
serritoa apacial clus of ships, carrying nothing 
bat’ mails and the attendants.’ Whether arrange”

BATHE IN BEER. 
ag 

The following is taken from the Cablenews 
of Manila;— 

Mr. Dave Mann, well known in Manila and 
who for a long time was assoviuted with B.C. 
McCulloagh and Company, hos retarged from 
Aparri atid bus quite tole to tell regarding 
cholera conditions in the neighbourhood of that 
city and in the Cagayan valley gonorolly, 
Mr. Mann stated that the country is simply 
full of cholora and that while tho medical 
departwent, under the direction of Dr. Miller, 
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has dono everything in its power to check tho 
sprend of the dread dissise, the conditions in the 
outlaying towns is to say the Jeast deplorable, 
“This is especially trae,” said Mr. Mavn, “of 
the towns of Lallo, [giz and. the barrios 
sorrounding Aparri and there. places. In 
A parri it is cortain that’ the wells aro infected 
with cholera germs and for the past five wooks 
Americans have drunk nothing but. beer, ond 
warm beer at thot, and I myself, even washod 
in tho amber, fluid, It scems that thero isa 
lack of the necessury medical supplies to proper- 
ly disinfect and otherwise fight the disease, 
but Dr; Millor hus worked night ond day, 
together with his assistant, in trying to obeok 
and stamp out the scourge. Some of the scenes 
around Lallo. and Igig beggar description. 
The people seemed dazed and almost careless of 
the frequent. cases and heavy mortality among 
them, and they. are virtually helpless so for us 
exerting themselves to either waxd off the sick. 
nese or put a stop to its fnrther progress, 
Pagnogatao was another badly infected place, 


but the Board of Health ond the people have 
virtually. cleared this town out and tho othors 
will be thoronghly policed as soon as the 
resessary medicul supplies have been received.” 

Major Carter is advised of the condition of 
affsirs in the north und. is sending several 
dootors with umple supplies to-the scone of the 
cholera ontbreak and supplies have already been 
forwarded. Tho communication between 
‘Monils and Avarri, however, is limited, as the 
ateamors plying on the northern ron ara fow and 
far between ond it is probably owing 1o this 
fact that sapplies already shipped nud not 
reached their destination ut the time Mr, Mann 
Jeft Aparri. ‘

£1. A; Giles, Profossor ot Chinese at Cambridge, 
England; Dr. F. Hirth, Professor of Chineso 
at Columbia University, New York; M. Henri 
Cordier of the French Academy and College de 
Fronce, Paris; Dr. O, Francke of Dresden+ 
and others, 

Robert K. Donglas, Chinese. Curator of

at’ King’s College, London, wrote to Miss 
Scidmore:—"I quite agreo with ‘yon that 
Peking ought to be spelt withafinal 'g.” The 
‘‘g! ig plainly sounded, and the whole word so 
pronounced has the mesuing' northern capital’ 
Pekin has no sigaiflosnoo, and is altogether 
uieaningless in this connection.” 

Special Commissioner Rockhill. would not 
permit tho “ g” to be dropped from his Poking 
in the Government printing of his official 
report, and sent Miss Scidmore a long lotter 
which expressed, his mind not only shont 
“Peking,” but as to other decisions of the 
Board.” : : 

Mr. F. D. Cheshire, for many years Chinese: 

Secratary of the United States Legation .in 
Pokiog, was oqually positive, a“ Permit’ ine," 
-he_wrote, “te ssy most emphatically that 
the offical and only. recognised form I know is 
Poking. In tho original text (Chinese) the ‘g” 
is distinctly pronouncod—in the northern man- 
dorin or offcisl Isngasge Pviching, and the 
southern mandarin, Peking. The latter form 
was no doubt originally used by tho sinolog nes 
as approaching nearest to an] edequato ropfa- 
sentation of the spoken sound in the official 
‘dialect most’ extensively knowa—namoly, the 
outhern~mandorin.—Peking-is-tho-Cantonos 
propunciation, and in no wise official any more 
than the Swatow, Amoy, or Foochow pronuacia- 
tion would be regarled as official. . No Chinese 
scholar would in my opinion spel the name for 
the capital of Chios without tha ‘g’” 

Miss Scidmore’s commianiostion was sent to 
the Board previoue to its regular meoting in 
December.
